Jliat you say in your letter of 10/20 is, I an certaiii, w^at you were told: tliat 
the Departuent "did an effort to secure the permission of Governor Gonnally's 
faiiiily to remove auiy remaininG bullet fraciaents from Ms body..." and I have no doubt 
that tills was not done until after the govemor had died, when Ms faunily was in 
trauma, and that it was done without any meaningful explanation for the real need to 
do that. If any of those "seMor officials of the Bppartment " laiew, '■^Mch I am confident 
they did not. 


I did not ui’ge exhumation and I doubt tliat the family would now agree to that. 

The Depai'tment's real failing v;as in not discussing tliaj; with tlie governor when 
he was alive, 

ny letter to the attorney general was not like tliose reported in the papers, to 
wMch i did not spcalc. I said and you ray live long enough to learn that removing 
those fr'agmenls, from tliree, not the one part of Ms body reported by bjjth the FBI and 
the GomjiiisMon, was necessary to the nationalf-integrity 

I've liad considerable enperienoe in the fi^d, including with a dozen of so FOIA. 
IwasMts, mostly againt the Eepartnient, In these sMts I did depose FBI Lab agenl;s. 

Their mendacity in th.. first of my suit!.; for the resiats of the scientific tesl 3 (;as so 
gi'cat that sMt wa.". cited as requiring tlie 1974 investigatory fixe^T^K^ra^ioi^ in the 
Sonato debates, Respite the most successful FBI stonewalling when I refilod that as the 
first sMt under the amended Act , I did receive vrhat disproves the entire official
